Geiillenen  of  the  Senate 

uiul  of  the  .Assembly, 

Among  the  important  duties  enjoined 
upoii  the  executive  hy  the  constitution, 
he  i.'i  required  to  recommend  such  sub- 
jects to  tlie  consideration  of  tlie  legisla- 
ture, a.s  shall  appear  to  him  to  concern 
tlie  good  goTcriiinent,  wfKare  and  pros- 
perity of  the  state.  On  this  occasion  I 
feel  a peculiar  gratification  in  the  perfor- 
mance ol  this  duty,  from  a persuasion 
that  I address  myself  to  a legislature, 
competent  to  distinguish,  and  anxiotrs  to 
promote,  the  true  interests  of  our  coun- 
try. 

As  agriculture  is  the  source  of  our 
subsistence,  tht  basis  of  our  strength, 
and  the  foundation  of  our  prosperity,  it 
is  pleasing  to  oliserve  the  public  atten- 
tion awakened  to  its  importance,  and  as- 
sociations springing  up  in  sevcr.xl  comi- 
ties to  chcrisii  its  inter- sts.  Having  re- 
ceived but  a small  portion  of  direct  cn- 
couiagement  from  government,  it  lias 
beei  ivft  to  its  own  energies;  and  sup- 
pored  by  a fertile  soil,  cnerished  by  a 
benign  cliin-ate,  cultivated  by  ind  slry, 
and  protected  by  liberty,  it  has  dift’nScd 
its  bounties  over  thecounti  y,  and  has  re- 
lievtd  the  wants  of  tne  old  world,  lleiy- 
ing  hitherto  almost  exclusively  on  the 
feriilily  of  our  soil  and  tlie  extent  of  oqr 
poss'ssions,  we  have  not  adopted  those 
imiJ'ovemcnts  wi-.ich  the  experience  of 
modern  times  has  indicated.  And  it  has 
not  been  sufiiciently  understood  that 
agriculture  is  a science,  as  wcii  as  an 
art ; that  it  demands  the  labor  of  the 
mind  as  well  .is  of  the  hands  ; and  tnat' 
its  successful  cultivation  is  intimately  ai- 
iietl  will)  the  most  profound  investiga- 
tions of  philosojiliy,  and  the  most  elabo- 
rate exertions  of  tne  human  mind. 

If  not  the  exclusive  duty,  it  ts  certain- 
ly the  peculiar  province  ot  the  state  gov- 
ernments to  superintend  and  advance  the 
.interests  of  agriculture.  To  tills  end,  it 
is  advisable  to  constitute  a board,  com- 
posed of  the  most  experienced  and  best 
informed  agricultnraiisls,  and  to  render 
it  their  duty  to  diffuse  agricultural  know- 
ledge ; to  correspond  with  tlie  county 
societies;  to  communicate  to  them  be- 
neficial discoveries  and  improvements, 
to  introduce  useful  seeds,  plants,  trees, 
and  animals,  implements  of  luisbandry, 
and  labor  saving  machines ; to  explore 
tne  minerals  of  the  country,  and  to  pub- 
lish, periodically,  the  most  valuable  ob- 
•servations  and  treatises  on  husbandry, 
iiorticulture  and  rural  economy.  The 
county  societies  ougiit  to  be  enabled  to 
distribute  adequate  premiums ; and  a 
professorship  of  agriculture,  connected 
with  the  hoarder  attached  to  the  univer- 
sity, might  also  be  constituted,  embrac- 
ing tiie  kindred  sciences  of  chemistry 
and  geology,  mineralogy,  botany  and  the 
other  departments  of  natural  history.  15y 
which  means  a complete  course  of  agri- 
cultural edncaiiun  would  be  taugnt,  de- 
veloping the  principles  of  the  seieiice,  il- 
lustrating the  practice  ol  the  art,  and  re- 
storing the  first  and  best  pursuit  of  man 
to  that  intellectual  rank  which  it  ought 
to  occupy  in  the  stale  of  human  estima- 
tion. 

Ciood  markets  for  agricultural  produc- 
tions arc  the  vital  incentive  to  agricultu- 
ral industry ; and  nothing  tends  more  di- 
rectly to  the  promotion  of  these,  than  the 
estaiiiishment  of  clicap  and  easy  modes  of 
transportation,  and  tlie  erection  of  llou- 
rishiiig  villages,  towns  and  cities  under 
the  auspicics  of  commerce,  trade  and 
inanufactiires.  As  loreign  markets  are 
always  fiuctiialing  in  their  prices  and  un- 
certain as  to  their  exigencies,,  wc  must 
rely  principally  on  our  own  internal  con- 
sumption for  the  stable  and  permanent 
support  of  agriculture.  But  tins  can 
only  be  c fleeted  by  the  excitement  ef 
other  kinds  of  industry,  and  the  creation 
of  a great  niamilacturing  interest. — 
Jivery  friend  ol  this  country  inf.st  contem- 
plate with  regret  the  prostration  of  our 
manufactures.  T'he  c'xcessive  importation 
of  foreign  fabrics  was  tiie  signal  of  ruin  to 
institutions  foiiiKled  hy  enterprising  in- 
dustry, reared  by  beneficial  skill  and 
identified  with  the  general  welfare.  The 
raw  niatcriais  of  iron,  woollen  and  cot- 
ton manufactures  are  abundant,  and  those 
for  the  minor  and  auxiliary  ones  can  in 
most  cases  be  procured  at  home  witii 
equal  facility.  Nothing  is  wanting  to 
destroy  foreign  competition  but  the  stea- 
dy protection  of  the  government  and  the 
public  spirit  of  the  c-ountry.  High  du- 
ties and  prohibitory  provisions  applied  to 
foreign  productions,  aiford  the  most  ef- 
ficient encouragement  to  our  maimfae- 
tures,  and  these  measures  appertain  to 
tiie  legitimate  fuiiclions  of  toe  national 
government.  But  much  may  be  done 
by  the  state  government  by  liberal  ac- 
commodations, by  judicious  exemptions, 
and  by  the  whole  weight  ol  its  innucnce, 
and  much  more  may  be  accomplished 
by  the  public  spirit  of  the  community. — 
l or  I am  persuaded,  that  ifevery  tilizcii 
who  adopts  the  fabrics  of  other  nations, 
would  seriously  Consider  that  he  is  not 
only  paying  taxes  lor  the  support  ot 
loreign  govermnents,  blit  that  nc  pai  tici 
jiates  in  undermining  one  of  the  main 
piilais  of  our  productive  industry,  lie 


w.O'  id  imitate,  the  lionorable  preference 
which  yon  have  this  day  evinced  in  favor 
of  American  manufactures. 

The  internal  trade  of  a country  is 
equally  essential  to  the  prosperity  of 
agriculture,  of  manufactures  and  of  com- 
m -rce  ; for  embracing  the  interest  of  dll, 
it  extends  its  enlivening  influence  to  eve- 
ry important  department  of  human  in- 
dustiy.  Blit  it  can  never  be  advantage- 
ousiy  nor  extensively  pursued  and  culti- 
vated without  easy  and  rapid  communi- 
cations by  water  courses,  roads  and  ca- 
nals : and  it  is  among  the  first  duties  of 
government  to  facilitate  thattranspoiEn- 
tion  of  commodities,  by  opening  and 
ameliorating  all  the  clianncls  of  beneficial 
intercourse  ; for  in  peace  or  in  war  it  is 
equally  essential  to  our  cardinal  inter- 
ests. 

The  removal  of  the  obstructions  to 
the  navigation  of  our  principal  river,  has 
heretofore  occupied  the  attention  and 
received  the  assistance  of  the  state. — 
These  impediments  being  principally  oc- 
casioned by  alluvial  depositions,  and  ex- 
isting only  at  the  head  of  the  navigation, 
can  be  easily  removed,  if  a proper  plan  be 
adopted — But  instead  of  one  concentrat- 
ed cflbrt,  embracing  the  whole  object 
and  under  the  control  of  one  board,  se- 
veral attempts  have  been  made  at  dif- 
ferent points  and  under  dift'erent  com- 
missioners. And  as  they  were  confined 
to  the  improvements  of  particular  parts, 
their  eflbrts  have  not  been  attended  with 
complete  success.  The  unexpended  ap- 
propriations, in  addition  to  what  has  al- 
ready been  done,  will  go  far  toward  ac- 
complishing this  important  work.  .-\nd 
it  is  a subject  worthy  of  your  paniculai 
attention  and  your  iiiunific.  nt  interposi- 
tion. 

The  immense  capital  expended  in 
turnpike  roads  has  been  very  conducive 
to  the  promotion  of  inland  trade.  But 
the  statutes  prescribing  tlie  mode  of  con- 
structing them,  of  inspecting  them  be- 
fore the  jiroprietors  are  autlwrised  to  re 
ceivc  toll,  and  of  coercing  their  repair, 
are  not  suHicicntly  circumspect  in  their 
provisions  nor  energetic  in  their  enforce- 
ment. The  inspectors  appointed  to  pro- 
nounce on  the  completion  of  roads,  are 
sometimes  selected  witn  an  imperfect 
knowledge  of  their  qualifications,  and 
without  any  information  as  to  their  con 
ncxion  with  the  proprietors  of  the  roads 
to  he,  examined,  and  their  proceedings 
are  conducted  without  the  sanction  of  an 
oath,  and  arc  not  restrained  by  any  dc  clar 
cd  penalties.  The  statutes  providing  for 
keeping  their  roads  in  good  order,  have 
been  in  a state  of  inexccution  in  most  of 
the  counties,  in  consequence  of  the  new 
appointment  of  commissioners.  And  it 
is  not  made  the  special  duty  of  the  mi- 
nisterial oflicers  of  justice  to  complain 
when  these  comimiiiicatiuns  are  . not 
maintained  in  good  state.  Owing  to  this 
combination  of  unpropitious  circum- 
stanccs,the  condition  of  these  roads  ia  a 
subject  of  general  and  well  founded  com- 
plaint, and  calls  loudly  for  the  applica- 
tion ofeflicacious  correctives.  ‘ ■ 

I congratulate  you  upon  the  auspicious 
commencement  and  successful  progress 
of  the  contemplated  water  communica- 
tions between  the  great  western  & north- 
ern lakes  and  the  atlantic  ocean.  Near 
sixty  milts  of  the  western  canal  has  been 
contracted  for  to  be  finished  within  the 
present  year,  and  it  is  probable  that  the 
whole  of  the  northern  canal  will  be  dis- 
posed of  in  the  same  manner  before  tlu 
-•nstiiiig  spring. 

Notwithstanding  the  unfavorable  ica- 
son,  the  inexperience  ot  the  contractors, 
and  the  late  commencement  of  opera- 
tions, it  is  understood  that  work  to  the 
extent  of  15  miles  i.as  already  been  done 
on  the  western  canal.  And  it  is  confi- 
dently believed  that  the  aggregate  ex- 
pence will  be  within  the  estimate  of  the 
commissioners.  The  enhancement  ol 
the  jn-ofits  of  agriculture;  the  excitement 
of  niafiufactiiring  industry  ; the  activity 
of  internal  trade  ; the  benefits  of  lucra- 
tive traffic  ; the  interchange  of  valuable' 
commodities  ; the  commerce  of  fertile, 
remote,  and  wide-spread  regions  ; anti 
t'.e  approximation  of  the  most  dist.iin' 
parts  of  the  union  by  the  facility  and  ra- 
pidity of  communication  that  will  result 
from  the  completion  of  these  stupendous 
works,  will  spread  the  blessings  of  plenty 
and  opulence  to  an  immeasurable  extent. 
The  resources  of  the  state  are  fully  ade- 
(|uate  without  extraneous  aid  : and  when 
we  consider  that  e'  cry  portion  of  the  na- 
tion will  feel  the  animating  spirit  and 
ivifying  influence  of  these  great  W'orks  ; 
that  they  will  receive  the  benedictions  of 
posterity,  and  command  the  approbation 
of  the  civilized  world,  we  are  required 
to  persevere  hy  every  dictate  of  interest, 
by  every  sentiment  of  honor,  by  every 
injimction  of  patriotism,  and  by  every 
consideration  which  ought  to  influence 
the  councils  and  govern  the  conduct  of  a 
free,  high  minded,  enlightened  and  mag- 
nanimous people. 

In  1815,  an  act  was  passed  for  incor- 
porating a company  for  opening  the  na- 
vigation betw  een  the  head  w aters  of  the 
Seneca  lake  and  the  Chemung  river. — 
.\nd  in  March  last  a law  was  enacted  by 
the  legislature  of  Tcnnsylvania,  authoriz- 
ing the  appointment  of  commissioners 
to  view  and  examine  the  route  of  a con- 
templated '-an:'!  to  connect  the  vaters  of 


toe  Seiieia  lake  aiui  i loga  n\er,  and  t 
report  on  the  practicability,  importance 
and  probable  expenses  of  making  arid 
completing  it.  In  pursutmee  of  wh  c'i, 
commissionei-s  have  been  ajipointcd,  have 
made  me  requisite  examinations,  and 
have  probably  performed  the  other  du- 
ties assigned  to  him.  Although  tlie  ob- 
vious tendency  of  this  project  is  to  faci- 
litate the  transportation  of  commodities 
from  this  to  iiei.ghboring  states,  yet  from 
a full  persuasion  that  the  prosperity  of 
our  country  will  be  best  advanced  by 
luultipiying  the  markets  for  our  produc- 
tions, and  by  intimate  and  beneficial  con- 
nexions between  the  different  members 
•lithe  confederacy,  I consider  it  our  in- 
cumbent duty  to  overlook  local  conside- 
rations and  geographical  distinctions,  and 
to  afford  our  cordial  co-operation. 

The  fund  appropriated  to  c.immon 
schools  consists  of  about  one*  million  of 
dollars,  and  eighty  thousand  acres  of  land. 

The  income  for  distribution  this  year 
is  60,000  dollars.  Having  participated 
in  the  first  cstablishii.cnt  of  the  Lancas- 
terian  system  in  this  country,  having  care- 
tully  observed  its  progress,  and  witness- 
ed its  benefits,  I can  confidently  recom- 
mend it  as  an  invaluable  improvement', 
which  by  a wonderful  combination  of 
economy  in  .expense  and  rapidity  of  in- 
struction, has  created  a new  era  in  edu- 
cation— and  1 am  desirous  that  all  our 
common  schools  shouid  be  supplied  with 
teacners  of  this  description.  As  this  sys- 
tem operates  with  the  suwie  efficacy  iit 
education,  tiiat  labor-saving  machinery 
docs  in  the  useful  arts,  it  will  be  readily 
perceived  that  it  is  peculiarly  adapted  to 
this  country.  For  if  by  its  means,  one 
teacher  can  perform  tlie  functions  of  ten, 
and  if  a pupil  can  leain  in  one  week  as 
much  as  he  would  in  one  inoiitn  in  the 
common  way,  it  is  evident  that  more 
wealth,  more  labor,  more  time  and  more 
industry  can  be  devoted  to  the  ordinary 
occupations  of  life  without  interfering 
with  the  dispensation  of  knowledge.— 
Wherever  it  has  been  attempted  it  has 
succeeded,  and  several  parts  of  the  state 
nave  experienced  its  benefits.  Competent 
teachers  can  be  educated  for  tliis  express 
purpose.  Sc.  in  sufficient  number  to  supply 
all  our  common  scnoois,  by  sending  intel- 
ligent young  men  to  tne  Lancastcrian  se- 
minaries in  N.  Yorx,  where  tiiey  will  be 
instructed  gratuitously,  and  where  in  the 
course  of  a few  months  they  will  acquire 
a sufficient  knowledge  ol  the  system. 
Appropriations  for  tiiis purpose  by  t.ic 
several  common  school's  out  ol  their  por- 
tion of  the  general  fund,  under  theuirt  c- 
tion  ol  the  su|)erinteudaiii,  will  defray  tiie 
small  expense  attending  the  attainment 
of  this  important  object. 

The  flourishing  condition  of  our  high- 
er seminaries  of  education  is  a picasing 
demonstration  of  the  increasing  progress 
of  mental  improvementj  and  a powenul 
incentive  to  liberal  dispensations  ot  pub- 
lic patronage.  Under  tlie  auspices  of 
learnecl  and  cniightened  instructors,  our 
colleges  are  constantly  increasuig  in  stu- 
dents, and  extending  in  useluiuess  : and 
the  intermediate  seminaries  between  the 
cumuiun  schools  and  colleges,  nave  also 
greatly  hifl'used  the  blessings  of  educa- 
tion. Funds  to  the  amount  of  8750,000 
have  been  granted  to  the  three  coneges, 
and  about  100,000  dollars  to  the  tniay- 
eight  incorporated  academies.  VV  idle 
tills  liberality  ol  patronage  reflects  honor 
on  the  state,  it  cannot  be  too  lorcibiy  in- 
culcated, nor  too  generally  understood, 
tnat  in  promoting  the  great  interests  of 
moral  and  intellectual  cultivation,  there 
can  be  no  prodigality  in  the  application 
of  tlie  public  treasure. 

The  colleges  of  piiysicians  and  surge- 
ons are  einiiieiilly  deserving  of  puolic 
consideration.  Tne  increase  ol  tlie  insti- 
lion  in  New-York  in  tne  nuinber  ot  its 
students,  in  tne  amplitude  of  its  accom- 
modations, and  in  tne  respectability  of  its 
cnaracter,  nas  kept  pace  w^itii  the  science 
and  celebrity  ot  its  proiessors.  And  tne 
recent  addition  of  distinguished  tcachere 
to  the  establishment  in  Farficld,  places 
it  on  high  ground,  and  in  tne  road  to 
prosperity  and  usefulness.  Tne  appro- 
priations to  medical  education  do  not  ex- 
ceed 60,000  dollars,  a sum  by  no  means 
commensurate  Avith  tlie  importance  of 
the  object.  Every  well  educated  physician 
iiccomes  not  only  a conservator  of  health, 
but  a missionary  of  science.  Wherever 
lie  establishes  hiinselt,  he  will  convey  and 
communicate  usefiii  knowledge.  Two 
hundred  of  our  youth  annually  dispersed 
over  the  country,  instructed  in  medical 
knowledge  8c  its  cognate  sciences,  wiii  hi 
the  coui-se  of  a few  years  eflect  an  aug- 
mentation in  the  state  of  general  informa- 
tion equally  honordble  and  beneficial  to 
the  community.  And  no  measures  can 
be  more  coiulucive  to  the  prosperity  of 
onr  medical  iiistuutions,  to  the  respecta- 
bility of  the  profession,  and  the  preser- 
vation of  the  public  health,  than  a law- 
rendering  an  attendance  upon  lectures 
i.i  tne  university,  an  indispensable  pass- 
port to  medical  practice. 

The  principal  societies  devoted  to  lite- 
rature, sciences  and  the  arts  in  the  city 
of  New-York,  have  by  the  liberal  patron- 
age of  the  municipal  authorities  been 
collected  in  a spacious  and  accommodat- 
ing edifice,  under  the  denomination  bf 
tne  New-Y'ork  Institution.  These  asso- 
ciations are  foruiing  e.xtcnsive  and  inviv- 


hmhl<;  collecnons  o!  t • wor..s  of  the  fir. 
arts  ; of  our  aiiiiii'.tl,  vegetab'e  aud  mine 
ral  productions,  and  of  books  and  manu- 
scripts illustrating  our  civif,  ecclesiasti- 
cal and  natural  history,  our  gcograpln. 
antirjuities  and  sta’istics.  They  arc  also 
zealously  engaged  in  exploring  the  prin- 
ciples of  iioli'.ical  philosophy,  and  in  ex 
alting  tlic  literature  of  our  country. — 
Wiienever  such  institutions  appear,  they 
are  entitled  to  the  countenance  of  gov- 
ciTimeut,  for  there  will  ever  be  an  inti- 
nate  and  immutable  alliance  between 
their  advancement  and  tne  glury  and 
prosperity  of  the  state.

Making  in  the  whole  81)959,4?", 06,  of 
debt  incurred  by  the  state  in  consequence 
of  its  patriotic  exertions  for  the  public 
defence,  and  for  the  payment  of  which  a 
tax  of  two  mills  on  a dollar  has  bci  . im- 
posed. 

It  will  be  observed  that  we  pay  a war 
interest  of  7 per  cent,  for  a considerable 
part  of  this  debt.  .'Vs  the  stock  is  re- 
deemable, it  will  be  easy  to  ))ay  it  off  by 
a n >w  loan  of  six  per  cent.'  It  will  be 
advisable  to  dispose  of  the  three  per  cent 
stock,  and  to  apply  the  avails  to  the  re- 
xUictionofthedebt.  These  proceeds,  to- 
gether with  3226,000  of  the  revenue  of 
last  year,  and  a new  loan  of  1,000,000 
dollars  of  six  per  cent  will  extinguish  the 
whole  of  the  present  stock  in  May  or 
June  next,  and  leave  about  150,000  doi- 
I rs  l iulieabie  to  extraordinary  purposes 
T canal  stock  is  not  included  in  the 
etateincnt,  because  the  finances  of  the 
work  are  to  be  kept  distinct  from  the  or- 
dinary revenue  of  the  state. 

II  tills  plaii  siioultl  be  adopted,  our  debt 
would  be  reduced  to  1,900,000  dollars. 

I also  recomnu'nd  the  reyluction  of  the 
t".-x  to  balfits  pre.scnt  amount.  The  annual 
revenue  will  still  be  alxmt  500,000  dol- 
lars ; and  as  < ur  ju  rinainent  expenses, 
including  tne  interest  of  the  public  debt 
will  not  exceed  440,000  dollars,  there 
will  remain  a surplus  of  60,000  dollars 
applicable  to  extraordinary  olijccts.  This 
sum  may  be  increased  to  upwards  of 
8100,030  by  financial  iinprovenicnts. — 
Th.‘  fuivis  of  the  state  will  be  auginenl- 
«d  by  the  payment  of  the  debt  due  from 
the  United  States,  whicii  has  not  yet  been 
ti'i|'isted  ; and  great  and  useful  acces- 
s’ lus  maybe  nia;le  in  other  res  e is.  The 
iiiVposition  of  auction  duties  in  lieu  of 
those  of  the  United  States,  lately  with- 
tlra'.vn,  ivill  protect  our  regular  traders, 
afford  some  relief  to  our  manufactories 
and  enlarge  the  fund  for  internal  improve 
Incut.  The  revenue  from  escheats  pro- 
perly collected,  would  be  considerable, 
and  a much,  greater  sum  may  be  raised 
annually  by  the  lottefies  already  autho- 
rized by  law.  And  it  may  be  proper  to 
observe  that  our  financial  operations  may 
be  facilitated  by  the  estabiishment  of  an 
office  for  the  transfer  of  stock  in  the  city 
of  New-York,  wliicli  can  be  done  with- 
out any  expense. 

Tl  is  view  ofoiir  finances  is  cert.ainly  cn- 
c.”aagi:'.g.  It  shows  that  our  debt  may 
be  gre.'.t'V  reduced  ; that  our  taxes  may  be 
«limi  's'-ed  one  b.alf ; that  tdl  our  con- 
te  uplated  Improvements  may  be  execut- 
ed, and  that  a great  fund  will  still  remain 
for  rdi  l!ie  benefu  ial  objects  of  society. 

'I'he  public  lands  li'avc  not  been  com- 
pr  hended  in  this  exposition  of  our  rc- 
xiourccs. — Including  the  town  lots,  the  is- 
la.'-ls  and  our  rights  of  preemption,  toge- 
th.er  with  the  detaclicd  parcels  and  large 
tracts,  I consider  tiiein  fully  equivalent 
in  value  to  the  whole  debt  against  the 
state.  The  iiTimcnsc  fund  appropriated 
to  schools  and  academics,  has  also  been 
kept  out  of  view,  because  I deem  it  a 
hat  red  prvvision  tor  the  education  of  the 
pri’sent  and  ail  future  generations,  which 
on  gilt  never  to  be  disturbed  or  impai- 
Ted. 

With  respect  to  tlie  debt  whicli  will  be 
incurred  in  the  prosecution  of  internal 
improvements,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
b'ut  t.int  light  lolls  on  our  own  commodi- 
ties. and  I'.igher  transit  duties  on  for- 
eign productions  will  in  a few  years 
not  only  aecunniiatc  a fund  for  its 
c.uingnisiuTicnf,  liut  be  a prolific  source  of 
revenue  forthe  general  purposes  of  gov- 
ernment. And  this  subject  may  in  other 
respects  form  the  basis  of  important  ar- 
rangements in  our  system  of  political 
economy.  It  may  be  rendered  a power- 
ful instrument  for  encouraging  our  own 
Tnaiiufact tires,  and  for  restraining  the 
pcni’cions  use  of  foreign  commodities. 

The  best  systems  of  finance  are  how- 
ever vain  and  illusory  withous  the  prac- 
ti  e of  economy. — Parsimony  ought  to  be 
avoided  as  well  as  profusion,  but  all  gov- 
ernments are  too  prone  to  give  in  to 
was'eful  extravagance.  Appropriations 
ol  p’lblic  money  should  be  cautiously 
r.f  ‘c,  and  its  cx])cnditnres  carefully 
V e:,rd.  1',  accountability  of  public 
at;  . 's  should  be  eiifurcetl,  and  the  ordi- 
i>- Ir.i  ms  of  le  .islation  ought  never  to 
b.  > avrd  i i'.h  ss  in ' Xtre.nc  cases.  With 
tl'  eosoi  vanre  of  tlv'si-  salutary  precati 
tl  ■ will,  the  ap])tication  of  a wcll-re- 
guh  Ir  d ecofon.y,  .r  tho  ..doption  of  pro- 
p a..(i  jutiivi’.us  vetrenebments,  1 feel 
•.  thorough  persuasion  that  the  nourish- 


ing condition  ofo’.’rKnancos.Tntybe  com- 
plctciy  ristored  ; that  alt  our  improvc- 
meiils  may  be  successfully  executed  : and 
that  tills  state,  rich  in  her  resources,  puh- 
• V,  spirited  111  iier  objects,  wise  in  her  de- 
iberutions,  and  determined  in  her  pur- 
> iscs,  may  attain  unprecedented  prospe- 
.ily. 

.\lthougli  the  cultivation  of  the  hless- 
uigs  of  peace  is  most  congenial  with  the 
ipii'it  of  our  government,  the  precepts  ol 
religion,  and  the  maxims  of  sound  policy, 
yet  the  seeds  of  war  and  controversy  arc 
planted  too  deeply  in  the  constitution  of 
human  nature  for  us  to  expect  an  exemp- 
tion from  the  common  fate  of  nations  ; 
and  the  experience  of  the  United  .States 
utterly  forbids  the  hope.  Since  our  ex- 
istence as  a nation,  besides  tlie  war  of  the 
revolution,  and  contests  with  the  savages 
of  this  continent,  and  the  Barbarians  of 
.Vfrica,  wc  have  been  engaged  in  hostili- 
ties with  France  and  Great  Britain.  Wc 
are  in  the  neighborhood  of  British  and 
Spani.sb  provinces.  Our  enterprising 
spirit  of  migration  and  commerce  will 
bring  us  in  contact  with  the  trading  and 
colonial  cstablishmetits  of  Russia.  The 
West-India  islands,  owned  by  different 
sovereigns,  may  in  the  course  of  time  be 
a fruitful  source  of  controversy  ; and  our 
extensive  commerce  will  often  render  it 
necessary  to  vindicate  our  neutral  rights 
against  the  aggressions  of  the  bcHgereiit 
powers  of  Europe.  Even  at  this  present 
period,  the  patriotic  struggles  of  tlic 
people  of  Spanish  America  foremancipa- 
tion from  the  restraints  of  commercial 
monopoly,  and  the  shackles  of  colonial 
subjection,  may  comproniit  our  pacific 
relations.  Whatever  may  be  the  cause, 
the  time  must  arrive  when  it  will  be- 
come necessary  to  appeal  to  the  sword, 
and  this  appeal  ought  never  to  be  made 
without  finding  us  in  a state  of  ample  pre- 
paration. 

Fermit  me  then  to  recommend  to  your 
attention  tlic  revision  and  amelioration  of 
our  mililia  system. 

Tlie  statutes  relative  to  tlic  miiitia 
were  not  revised  in  1812,  and  it  is  now 
necessary  to  combine  them  into  one  law  ; 
to  reconcile  their  different  provisions,  and 
to  engraft  such  ainendinents  as  experi- 
ence has  shown  to  be  proper.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  essential  improvements  may 
be  made  in  the  organization,  dress,  and 
discipline  of  the  militia  ; in  the  imposi- 
tion, collection,  and  disposition  of  fines  ; 
in  the  promotion  of  military  instruction, 
and  in  the  encouragement  of  meritorious 
service  or  distinguished  skill.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  imperfect  state  ofsonje  of 
the  returns,  tirc  precise  number  of  our 
enrolled  militia,  cannot  be  ascertained, 
but  it  may  be  safely  estimated  at  120,000 
men.  Tois  immense  physical  force  pro- 
perly organized,  arr.angcd,  armed,  and  di- 
rected, may  defy  the  efforts  of  any  ene- 
my. But  it  ought  not  to  be  concealed, 
that  not  one-third  of  our  militia  is  armed 
and  equipped  ; and  that  too  in  a very  im- 
perfect manner.  This  state  docs  not  own 
more  tlian  twenty  thousand  stands  ofl 
arms.  'Fl'c  act  of  Congress  of  1808,  for! 
arming  and  equipping  the  whole  body  ofi 
Ric  militia,  however  well  intended,  is  to-! 
tally  inadequate  to  the  object.  Our  mi- 
litia increase  more  rapidly  than  the  sup- 
ply, and  even  if  our  population  were  sta- 
tionary, it  would  take  near  half  a century 
before  ample  provisions  could  be  derived 
from  that  source. 

The  constitution  of  the  State  ordains 
that  the  militia  at  all  times,  as  well  in' 
peace  as  in  tvar,  shall  be  armed  and  dis- 
ciplined, and  in  rcatlincss  for  service,  and 
that  a proper  magazine  of  warlike  stores 
proportionate  to  the  nnmbcr  of  inhabi- 
tants, shall  forever,  at  the  expense  of  the 
State  and  by  acts  of  the  Ecgislature,  be 
established,  maintained,  and  continued,  in 
every  county.  Although  it  has  not  been 
practicable  to  comply  with  lliese  injunc- 
tions in  their  strict  sense,  and  to  their  full 
extent,  yet  it  is  certainly  our  duty  as  well 
from  reverence  for  the  Constitution,  as 
from  regard  for  the  public  safety,  to  re- 
plenish our  arsenals  and  magazines,  and 
to  give  our  physical  force  all  the  advan- 
tages of  energetic  arrangement  and  com- 
plete equipment. 

TJic  system  of  craininal  jurisprudence, 
wliich  was  adoaated  in  1 796,  ha.s  not  realiz- 
ed the  expectations  of  benevolence.  The 
expense  of  this  establishment  to  tlie  first 
day  of  the  iircsent  month,  amount  to  the 
enormous  sum  of8976,157  44-100,  of 
which  the  follo'iving  arc  the  principal 
items  : 

For  erecting  the  prison,  inclu- 
ding the  site. 

For  the  support  of  the  institu- 
tion, exclusive  of  tlic  compen- 
sation of  the  officers  and 
guard, 

Fur  tlie  salaries  of  the  officci'S 
of  the  prison,  c.xclusive  of  the 
guard. 

For  pay  of  the  guard,  including 
their  anus,  clothing,  &c. 

For  transportation  of  convicts  to 
the  state  prison,  since  1812, 
inclusive,  liciiig  before  that 
year,  paid  by  tlie  agent  of  tlic 
prison,  67,980,15

1'hc  efficacy  of  this  system  in  reform- 
ing ofleiulers,  has  not  stood  the  test  of 
experiment;  and  asit  is  very  difficult  to 
obtain  accurate  accounts  of  the  convic- 
tions under  the  old  system,  it  is  not  in  my 
power  to  stale  with  certainty,  whether 
crimes  have  increased  under  the  new, 
because  in  order  to  arrive  at  a fair  result 
it  is  necessary  to  compare  tlie  convictions 
and  the  po;  elation  under  the  operation 
of  both  codes  ; but  I am  induced  to  be- 
lieve that  in  this  momentous  respect,  it 
lias  not  answered  our  wishes.  It  is  with 
inexpressible  regret  that  I am  compelled 
by  an  imperious  sense  of  duty,  to  make 
tl.is  communication.  1 have  done  it,  not 
with  a viv.v  cf  re-introducing  sangninarv 
ininisliincnts,  which  are  as  abhorrent  to 
my  Icclings  as  they  arc  to  tlic  policy  o 
good  government,  but  to  attract  your  at- 
tention to  this  important  s'lbjcct,  and  to 
solicit  the  full  exertion  of  vour  faculties 


ill  its  investigation.  T am  nevsiadt-d  that 
the  penitentiary  system  has  uotbeen  sub- 
jected to  a fair  experiment,  ant  tivat  un- 
der a pro'per  ar.-angcme.it,  anl  a xirtu- 
ous  and  able  administration,  it  vill  answer 
ill  the  ends  of  criminal  justiv:,  'vitnnir 
imnosiug  any  great  burden  oi  the  state. 

it  is  reasonable  to  impute  our  disap- 
pointment in  a considerable  dej’'ee  to  the 
incompetency  of  the  means  pravided  tor 
executing  t.ie  system  on  an  extensive 
scale.  The  want  of  room  has  been  hos- 
tile to  discipline,  injurious  to  industry, 
and  productive  of  heavy  expense  ; ami 
when  the  Stale  undertook  to  carry  on  ex- 
tensive manufacturing  operations,  it  be- 
came liable  to  losses  in  every  stage  of 
their  progress  from  the  purchase  of  the 
raw  material  to  the  sale  ol  the  wrought 
article.  Tlie  injudicious  org.anizalion  ot 
the  board  of  supcrinteiidancc  ; the  re- 
peated changes  in  that  body ; ami  the 
unavoidable  frequency  of  pardois,  have 
also  produced  detrimental  efifetts.  But 
making  ample  allowance  for  all  t.bese 
disa;lvantages,  and  comparing  our  peni- 
tentiary with  those  of  other  states,  1 can- 
not resist  tlie  impression  that  there  has 
Ijecn  some  radical  error  in  the  general 
rnaiiagcment.  It  behoves  tie  represen- 
tatives of  the  peopU  to  institute  a solemn 
inquiry  ; to  ascertain  the  causes  ot  tlie 
failure,  and  to  apply  the  appropriate 
remedies. 

The  efficacy  of  the  Penitentiary  System 
might  be  signrdly  iiromouxl  by  the  erec- 
tion of  solitary  cells  in  tlx  several  coun- 
ties for  the  punishment  of  all  ofTenders 
below  the  degree  ol  Grand  Larceny,  and 
bv  doubling  the  value  of  the  property 
stolen  in  order  to  constitute  that  crime. 
Solitary  confinement  is,  next  to  death, 
the  most  appalling  p'inishment  which i 
can  be  inflicted  on  a human  being  ; and' 
the  expense  of  erecting  tlieir  prisonsand 
of  maintaining  the  convicts  will  be  v:ry 
inconsiderable,  when  compared  with  the 
importance  of  the  object.  Under  ?ur 
present  code,  the  pardoning  power  iias 
been  frequently  exercised  in  a salutry 
manner  by  prescribing  as  a condition,  Ciat 
the  convict  to  whom  mercy  is  extembd, 
shall  depart  from  the  State  and  never  re- 
turn. This  is  in  substance  the  puus.i- 
menl  of  banishment,  ami  it  would  be  veil 
to  fortify  tlie  efficacy  of  8uch'pard*us, 
by  imposing  severe  penalties  for  ticir 
violation. 

As  connected  generally  with  this  sub- 
ject, it  is  proper  to  mention  that  the  dis- 
pensation of  eriminal  justice  is  attended 
with  beav}',  and,  it  is  believed,  with  unne 
ccssary  expense  ; and  that  great  bene- 
fits might  probably  arise  from  some  im- 
provements in  the  svKtcm,  and  fi'om  a 
new  arrangement  of  the  Court  of  Ex- 
chequer, 

III  the  case  of  creditors  and  delators, 
our  law  has  departed  from  its  g-eneral 
policy,  ami  has  authorized  the  former  to 
wield  the  power  of  punishment  by  the 
imprisonment  of  the  latter  for  a default 
in  the  payment  of  debts,  without  consider- 
ing wlicther  the  failure  be  imimtablc  to 
misfortune  or  to  fraud.  Within  a few 
years  this  code  has  been  rc.’axed,  and  the 
debtor  has  been  liberated  from  close  in- 
carceration, and  admitted  to  the  benefit 
of  extensive  limits  on  giving  securitv 
that  be  will  not  depart  from  them.  The 
consequence  is,  that  it  entangles  and  holds 
only  the  poor  and  forlorn,  while  those 
favoured  with  friends  or  opulence  escape 
from  its  severity.  If  the  legislature  shall 
consider  it  expedient  to  change  the  pres- 
ent system,  and  exempt  the  unfortunate 
debtor  from  the  penalties  of  imprison- 
ment, rigorous  provisions  ought  to  be 
adopted  for  the  punishment  of  fraud,  and 
the  rights  of  c reditors  should  be  fortified 
by  the  terror  of  criminal  punishment. 
But  if  it  sliall  ho  deemed  nnadvisahlc  to 
proceed  to  tliat  extent,  the  ])oor  debtor 
confined  witliin  the  walls  of  a prison  ought 
at  least  to  he  supported  by  his  unrelent- 
ing creditor,  and  the  repetition  of  scenes 
at  which  humanity  shudders  ought  no 
longer  to  dis  ;raec  our  coitniry. 

Our  statutes  relating  to  the  poor  are 
borrowed  from  the  English  system.  And 
the  experienee  of  that  country  as  well  as 
our  own  shows  that  p;«iipcrism  increases 
with  the  augmentation  of  the  funds  ap- 
plied to  its  relief.  This  evil  has  proceed- 
ed to  such  an  alarming  extent  in  the  citv 
of  New-York,  that  the  burdens  of  heavy 
taxation,  which  it  has  imposed,  menace  a 
diminution  of  the  population  of  tliat  city, 
and  a depreciation  of  its  real  property. 
Tlie  consequences  will  be  very  injurious 
to  the  whole  state ; for  the  decay  of  our 
great  market  will  be  felt  in  every  depart- 
ment of  productive  lalioiir.  Under  the 
present  system  the  fruits  of  industry  arc 
app'-oprialcd  to  the  wants  of  idleness ; a 
laborious  poor  man  is  taxed  for  the  sup- 
port of  an  idle  beggar;  and  the  vice  of 
mendicity,  no  longer  considered  degrad- 
ing, infects  a considerable  portion  of  our 
]iopulation  in  large  towns.  I am  per- 
suaded that  the  sooner  a radical  reform 
lakes  place,  the  better.  Tlic  evil  is  con- 
tagious, and  a prompt  extirpation  can 
alone  prevent  its  pcrnicitwis  extension. 
The  inducement  to  pauperism  may  be 
destroyed  by  rendering  it  a greater  evil 
to  live  by  charity  tlian  by  industry : its 
mischiefs  may  be  mitigated  by  diminish- 
ing the  expenses  of  our  charitable  es- 
tablishments, and  by  adopting  a system 
of  coercive  labour;  and  its  causes  may 
be  removed  by  preventing  intemperance 
and  extravagance,  and  by  intellectual, 
moral  and  religious  cultivation.  It  isti-.e 
decree  of  Heaven  that  our  lives  should 
he  spent  in  useful  or  a'  tive  cniplovruent. 
“ III  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shall  thou  eat 
bread,  till  thou  return  unto  the  ground,” 
was  the  declaration  of  the  Almighty  to 
our  fii-st  parent;  and  a course  of  blind, 
indiscriminating,  prodigal  benevolence 
defeats  its  own  object,  by  attem  ning  to 
counteract  the  laws  of  our  nuturc'and 
the  designs  of  Providence. — Charily  is 
an  exalted  virtue,  but  it  ought  to  be 
founded  on  reason,  and  regulated  liy  wis- 
dom. \\  iiilc  we  must  consider  as  wor- 


! tl.y  of  all  praise  and  patronage  -.•cligious 
(and  moral  soci  ties,  Sunday,  free,  am; 
charity  sctioois,  liouses  ol  iiidustiy,  or- 
phan asylums,  saving  hunks  and  all  other 
establishments,  whivli  prevent  or  allevi- 
ate trie  eviis  of  (a.uipv  ri.,m,  by  ii,s;airing 
indnstrv,  dispensing  employment  and  in- 
culcating economy  ; by  improving  the 
mind,  cultivating  the  heart  and  elevating 
the  character,  we  are  cr|ually  bound  to 
discourage  tliose  iiistiuitions  which  fur- 
nish the  aliment  of  mendicityby  removing 
the  incentives  to  labour,  and  administer- 
ing to  the  blandisaments  of  sensuality. 

The  Indians  in  our  country  are  ex- 
periencing the  fate  of  all  savage  and 
barbarous  trilacs  in  the  vicinity  of  civil- 
ized nations,  and  are  constantly  deterio- 
rating in  character  and  diminishing  in 
number;  and  before  the  expiration  of 
half  a century  there  is  a strong  probabili- 
ty that  they  wiU  entirely  disappear.  Their 
reservations  amount  to  about  230,000 
acresof  excellent  land, but  as  the  greater 
part  is  within  the  cession  to  Massadm- 
setts,  the  state  has  but  little  interest  in 
the  pre-emption.  It  is  understood  that 
the  western  Indians  are  desirous  that  ours 
should  emigrate  to  an  extensive  territory 
remote  from  white  population,  and  which 
will  be  granted  to  them  gratuitously.  As 
this  will  jareserve  them  from  rapid  des- 
tructi  in,  as  it  is  in  strict  unison  with  the 
prescriptions  of  humanity, and  will  not  in- 
terfere with  the  blessings  of  religious  iii- 
strucMon ; and  as  their  places  will  be 
supplied  by  industrious  and  us*ful  set- 
tlers, who  will  augment  our  population 
and  resources,  it  is  presumed  that  there 
can  be  no  reasonable  objections  to  tlieir 
removal. 

This  however  ought  to  be  free  and 
voluntaiq-  on  their  part,  and  whenever  it 
takes  place,  it  is  our  duty  to  see  that  tliey 
receive  an  ample  compensation  for  their 
territory.  At  the  present  time  they  are 
frequently  injured  and  defrauded  by  in- 
trusions upon  their  lands,  and  some  of 
tlie  most  valuable  domains  of  the  state 
are  subjected  to  similar  detriment.  It 
is  very  desirable  that  our  laws  should 
provide  adequate  remedies  in  these  cases, 
and  that  they  should  be  rigorously  en- 
forced. 

The  evijs  arising  from  the  disordered 
state  of  onr  currency,  have  been  aggra- 
vated by  the  hanking  operations  of  indi- 
viduals, and  the  unauthorized  emission  of 
small  notes  by  corporations.  They  re- 
quire the  immediate  and  correcting  in- 
ter])osition  of  the  legislature.  I also  sub- 
mit it  to  your  serious  consideration, 
whetlier  the  incorporation  of  hanks  in 
places  w icre  they  are  not  required  by 
tlvc  exigencies  of  commerce,  trade  or 
manufactures,  ought  to  be  commenced. 
Such  institutions,  having  but  few  deposits 
of  money,  must  rely  for  their  profits 
principally  upon  the  circulation  of  their 
notes,  and  they  arc,  therefore,  tempted 
to  extend  it  beyond  their  faculties. — 
'I'heir  bills  are  diffused  citlier  in  the 
shape  of  loans,  or  by  appointing  confi- 
dential agents  to  exchange  them  for  those 
of  other  estalilishments.  But  the  firmer 
mode  being  conducive  to  profit,  is  at  first 
generally  adopted,  aiidln  the  early  s age 
of  their  operations,  discounts  arc  libe  al 
ly  dispens'd.  This  produces  an  apparent 
activity  of  business  and  Ihelndicatians  of 
prosperity. — But  it  is  all  fictitious  and 
deceptive,  r.  sembling  the  hectic  heat  of 
consuming  disease,  not  the  genial  warmth 
of  substanti.tl  health.  A re-action  soon 
takes  place.  Their  bilks  arc  in  turn  col- 
lected by  rival  institutions,  or  pass  to  the 
hanks  of  the  great  cities,  and  payment 
being  required,  the  only  resource  left  is 
to  call  int'icir  debts,  and  exact  partial  or 
total  returns  of  their  loans. — Thccontin- 
ual  struggle  between  conflicting  establish- 
ments to  collect  each  other’s  notes,  oc- 
casions constant  apprehension.  The 
sphere  of  their  operations  is  narrowed. 
Every  new  bank  contracts  the  area  of  their 
paper  circulation ; and  after  subjecting 
the  commuiuties  within  their  respective 
spheres  of  operation  to  the  pernicious 
vicissitudes  of  loans,  at  one  period  pro- 
fusely granted  and  at  anollier  parsimo- 
niously withheld,  tlicy  finally  settle  down 
into  a stale  of  torpid  inaction,  and  be- 
come mere  conduits  of  accommodation 
to  a few  individuals.  The  legislature 
arc  then  solicited  to  apply  a remedy  by 
the  incorporation  of  other  banks,  where- 
as every  new  one  of  this  description,  un- 
less attended  by  peculiar  circumstances, 
paralyzes  a portion  of  capital  and  aug- 
ments tlie  general  distress.  The  banisli- 
ment  of  metalic  money,  the  loss  of  com- 
mercial confidence,  the  exhibition  of  fic- 
titious capital,  the  increase  of  civil  pros- 
ecutions, the  multiplication  of  crimes, 
the  injurious  enhancement  of  prices,  are 
among  the  mischiefs  which  flow  from 
this  state  of  things.  j\.nd  it  is  worthy  of 
serious  enquiry,  whether  a much  greater 
augincniatioii  of  such  institutions  may 
not  in  coiii-sc  of  time  produce  an  explo- 
sion that  will  demolish  the  whole  system. 
The  slow  and  periodical  rciiiriis  of  hus- 
bandry being  incompetent  to  the  exigen- 
cies of  banking  establishments,  the  agri- 
cultural interest  is  the  principal  sufi'ercr 
by  these  proceedings.  And  it  is  with 
deep  regret  that  1 feel  constrained  to 
mention  that  some  practitioners  of  the 
law,  regardless  of  the  high  respectability 
of  their  jirofession,  have  added  to  the 
distresses  of  the  country  by  buying  up 
notes  in  order  to  obtain  exorbitant  pre- 
miums and  the  costs  of  jirosccntion.  The 
fate  of  the  manufacturing  interest,  the 
excessive  consumption  of  foreign  com- 
modities, and  the  introduction  of  widc- 
s[)i'cading  luxury  and  wide-wasring 
extravagance,  have  had  a most  perni- 
ciniis  elfcei  on  the  public  welfare.  But  I 
felicitate  you  on  the  prospect  of  better 
times.  'I’hc  blessings  of  Heaven  have 
visited  tlic  labours  ol  the  husbandman 
during  the  last  year,  and  the  prorluctsof 
another  season  will  in  all  probability 
irreate  a balance  in  favour  of  th'  country. 
Public  attention  is  awakened  to  tlic  en- 
couragement of  tlic  useful  arts,  and  to 
the  dilTisivn  of  the  lights  of  religion  and 


jknowlcdi^  ; and  we  arc,  I hope,  return- 
ing to  those  liahits  of  economy  and  those 
ohservanres  of  r<public;m  simplicity, 
which  are  demanded  by  tl'.e  voice  ol  pat- 
riotism, and  the  genius  of  our  govern- 
merit.  Anti  when  we  romparc  t>ur  ac- 
tual  ami  prospective  s'atc,  with  that  of 
other  nalioi's,  \ie  have. every  reason  to  be 
grateful  to  the  Divine  Providence,  for 
the  exalted  destinies  of  our  country. 

I sliall  now  lay  before  you  a letter  from 
! the  governor  ot  Pennsylvania,  respect- 
ing the  coutemplatial  canal  between  the 
Seneca  Lake,  and  one  of  the  branches  ol 
the  Snsquehannah  river  ; a communica- 
tion from  the  Secretary  of  State,  enclo- 
sing a represensntion  of  the  minister  of 
Great  Britain,  rcs])ecting  the  statute  of 
this  state  “ to  amend  an  act  entitled  an 
act  relative  to  the  pilots  of  the  port  ofX. 
York a request  from  the  engineer  of 
the  United  States,  who  sttperintends  the 
erection  of  the  important  works  at 
Rouse’s  Point  on  Lake  Champlain,  for 
further  cessions  of  soil  and  jurisdiction  ; 
certain  proceedings  of  tlic  states  of  Ken 
titcky,  New-Jersey  and  Connecticut, 
respecting  amendments  to  the  national 
constitution,  and  sundry  papers  relative 
to  the  demand  of  this  state  ag.iinst  the 
United  States.  All  these  subjects  will 
require  your  attention  in  the  course  of 
the  session  ; but  tlie  Past,  from  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case,  ought  tube  im- 
mediately considered. 

I should  do  injustice  to  my  feelings, 
were  I not  to  express  my  grateful  and 
respectful  sense,  of  the  confidence  repos- 
ed in  me  by  the  people  of  this  slate. — 
Conscious  that  I ought  to  be  judged  by 
my  conduct  and  not  by  my  jirofcssions,  I 
shall  wave  the  usual  expressions  ontliese 
occasions,  and  shall  only  declare,  that  in 
the  proper  performance  of  my  official 
duties,  1 rely  upon  the  cordial  concur- 
rence of  the  co-ordinate  authorities,  and 
the  magnanimous  support  of  the  people. 
And  I bumbly  implore  the  blessings  of 
Almighty  God,  upon  the  faithful  execu- 
tion of  our  high  responsibilities,  and  upon 
our  zealous  co-operation  with  the  nation- 
al and  state  governments,  in  all  wise  and 
patriotic  measures  to  promote  the  hajipi- 
ness,  to  advance  the  honor,  and  to  )<er- 
petuatc  the  freedom  of  the  American 
people.

111  announcing  niy  intention  to  decline  a re- 
election  to  (Jongress,  it  is  a dnin  -which  / »rir 
to  yoitf  to  declare  the  ntotii>es  sehich  yovern  me  in 
this  iLterminalion.  It  will  not  surprise  I’oii, 
that  I entertain  a desire,  for  at  least  a tempo- 
rary refrremenl  from  the  turmoils  of  public 
life.  Mine  has  been,  as  you  know,  a life  of 
toil;  equal  at  least,  to  my  constitution.  At 
an  early  period  in  life.  I was  induced  to  tender 
my  services  to  my  fallow  citizens,  for  the  state 
legislature  ; and  shortly  after  for  the  Congress 
of  the  r.  States.  I have  en  joyed  no  ordinary 
s.atisfaction,  in  having  uniformly  received  the 
approhalioii  aiidsiqiport  of  those,  whose  dutv 
it  was  to  judge  of  my  pretensions — In  this  fa- 
vorable decision,  1 have  never  been  inscnsihle 
to  the  partiality  of  those,  who  have,  reposed 
confidence  in  me : a confidence,  rendered  the 
more  grateful  in  haiing  been  continued  amidst 
a violent  conflict  of  opinions,  and  during  a pe- 
riod which  tried  the  souls  of  men.  A recollec- 
tion of  these  circumstances,  produces  in  mv 
bosom,  sentiments  of  attachment,  which  can- 
not be  described. 

variety  of  considerations  cre.ated  my  firtt 
desire  to  enter  upon  the  theatre  of  public  life  ; 
and  by  your  favorable  regard,  ( was  gratified 
to  the  extent  of  my  wishes,  i have  never  itn- 
dervahied  the  honor  of  serving  von  ; aii.l  I 
triust  I have  ppven  some  evidence,  of  a disposi- 
tion to  qualify  myself  to  discharge,  with  cor- 
rectness and  lidelity,  tfic  important  duties  of  a 
representative.  .Additional  pleasure  arises 
from  tlie  reflection,  that  my  labors,  iu  this  res- 
pect, have  fpialified  me  as  a citizen,  to  form 
the  more  correct  opinion  of  tliose  principles  of; 
political  cecononiv,  and  measures  of  govern- 
ment, upon  which  the  destinies  of  this  happy 
republic  depend. 

For  several  years  I have  foil  the  inclina'ion 
which  luLs  led  to  inv  present  determination  ; — 
blit  have  not  hitherto  been  convinced,  that  I 
could,  consistently  with  honor  and  duty,  with- 
draw from  public  life,  while  still  favored  with 
the  coiifidence  of iny  constituents. 

few  months  after  that  wanton  outrage  up- 
on the  Fiiited  St.ates’  frigate  Chesapeake,  t>v 
a ftritish  frigate,  1 took  my  fii-st  scat  in  Coii- 
gTcss.  I he  iiiodenitioii  of  our  government  on 
that  occasion,  was  followed  onlv  bv  a repitilioii 
of  injuries  on  the  part  of  C.'nritain,  tiH  re- 
monstrance and  negotiation  were  proved  to  lie 
us  'less,  and  every  expedient  to  remain  tran- 
quil, was  exhausted.  'I'lie  violence  of  liritish 
aggressions,  on  tlie  rights  of  our  seamen,  tlie 
freedom  of  onr  commerce,  the  instigation  of 
tlie  savages  upon  onr  frontier,  .and  seeking  to 
d . 'e  the  affections  of  ,aur  citizens,  left  us  no 
alternative,  but  the  s.acri(ice  of  our  independ- 
enre,  or  an  appeal  to  arms,  ..\  s vour  repre- 
sentative, I voted  for  that  .appeal.  Having 
been  instrumental  in  producing  tlii.s  stale  of 
hostilities,  I could  not  feel  reconciled  to 
don  tlie  post  assigned  me  in  this  solemn  crisis 
of  trial  and  difficulty.  Nor  did  the  termination 
of  the  war,  permit  me  to  indulge  mv  inelina- 
tion  lor  a respite,  till  I should  iiave  borne  my 
part  in  the  adoption  of  such  measures,  as  were 
required  by  the  return  of  peace  ; espcciallv, 
in  reducing  the  war  expenditures  to  a suitable 
peace  cstabhshmem— the  repeal  of  the  war- 
taxes,  and  in  providing  for  those,  who,  on  ac- 
count of  their  losses,  services,  and  snHerings 
had  claims  upon  the  justice  and  gratitude  of 
their  country.  I was  convinced,  that  the  ino.st 
favorable  juncture  for  the  .acconiplisliment  of 
these  important  olijects,  was,  that  which  imme- 
diately followed  the  termination  of  hostilities 
I'he  danger  of  delay,  was  c.xempllfied  in  the  ne- 
glect of  the  patriots  of  the  rei  olnlion,  many  of 
wliose  claims  were  still  before  us. 

I hougli  all  has  not  now  been  accomplislied, 
wtiicli  III  my  humble  opinion  ought  to  be  done 
yet  we  may  enjoy  the  satisfaction  of  having 
provided,  in  most  eases,  for  the  widow,  the  or- 
phan, and  the  wounded  soldier  ; and  of  having 
extended  relief  in  many  c.ases,  to  citizens 
whose  properly  was  lost  in  the  public  service 
I be  whole  system  of  internal  taxation  lias 
been  repealed;  and  the  flourishing  condition 
of  onr  revenue,  is  found  sufficient  to  defriv 
the  ourrent  cxjienscs  of  the  government,  and 
to  lessen  with  rapidity  the  public  debt.  Other 
important  measures  are  now  under  considera- 
tion. One  extending  donations  in  land  to  de- 
ranged and  disinuided  oflieei-s  of  the  late  army, 
and  one  wbicli  has  passed  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, extending  the  justice  and  liheralitv 
ot  tlie  government,  to  the  surviving  officers 
and  soldiers  of  the  revolnlion  ; which 'measures 
wall  be  cither  adopted  or  rejected,  before  the 
close  of  my  present  term.  ll;vvi:ig  witnesse'U 


these  ciTtils,  I am  now  hanpy  to  find  my  coun- 
try again  enjoying  the  Iilessings  of  repose 
and  with  little  inoitt  than  the  duties  of  ordiiia- 
rv  legislation,  to  claim  the  attention  of  govern- 
ment. t iKter  this  state  of  things,  no  ol.jcc- 
I tion  remail. s,  to  my  enjosing  with  ton  in  the 
jealiii  <)(  private  life,  those  soc'al  and  inestima- 
ble blessings  which  arise  from  our  free  institu- 
tions. 

It  is  a fact,  in  w liich  experience  has  confirm- 
ed me,  that  the  disrharpe  of  the  diith  s of  a 
representative,  involves  ninrh  lalior  and  anxi- 
ety, w hich  often  become  burtlieiisome.  Vet, 

I trust,  1 shall  ever  he  willing  to  bear  a full 
proportion  of  that  hure  -n,  and  in  the  most 
huinhle  station,  w henever  yoi  r interest  shall 
require  my  service,  liiimhlic  life,  profit  has 
never  been  my  object.  At  no  period  of  my 
political  career,  have  1 over  desired  to  change 
my  representitive  ehjracter  for  .any  other.  It 
is  a situation  most  congenial  with  my  mind  ; — 
and  I Iiave  alvvavs  tendered  my  sirvices  for 
places  immediately  depending  upon  the  peo- 
ple. To  that  great  and  vital  principle  of  self 
governnient,  the  elective  fraiicliise,  it  has  ever 
been  my  pleasure  to  siilmiit.  Although  this 
grand  prerogative  of  freemen,  like  all  human 
blessings,  is  subject  to  abuse  ; yet  it  is  the  fial- 
ladinm  of  our  rights,  and  tlic  only  sure  guaran- 
tee of  onr  liberties.  Tills  distingiiisliiiig  fea- 
ture in  our  political  institutions,  lavs  the  foun- 
dation for  a quiet  reform  of  abuses,  whenever 
they  exist ; which  in  nionarcliieal  governments, 
can'be  clfected  only  by  a resort  to  revoluliona- 
rv  measures.  'I'he  temporary  power  with 
which  the  representative  is  invested,  continu- 
ally reminds  him  of  his  responsibility  to  his 
constituents,  and  restrains  that  doniinccring 
spirit  which  is  so  natural  to  man,  when  clotlr- 
ed  with  authority  : and  it  is  to  be  regretted, 
th.at  some  of  our  public  functioiiuries  are  too 
far  removed  from  the  operation  of  this  saluta- 
ry principle. 

I feel  liappy  in  the  rcllertion,  tliat  I havo 
formed  the  determination  to  decline  a re-elec- 
tion. This  1 have  done,  with  the  full  convic- 
tion, that  you  will  make  choice  of  a person  to 
rcpre.scnt  you,  who  will  do  honor  to  himself, 
anil  justice  to  his  constituents.  ! had  contem- 
plated this  coiii'se  previous  to  the' last  election ; 
but  having  incurred  the  temporary  displea- 
sure of  some  of  my  political  friends,  by  having 
voted  for  the  compensation  hill,  I could  not 
reconcile  it  to  myself,  to  withdraw  from  them, 
under  the  infliieiice  of  a broken  friendship, 
which  had  existed  unimpaired  for  so  niang 
years  ; nor  to  endure,  in  any  degree,  a diminn- 
lion  of  that  confidence,  which  had  been  ex- 
pressed by  so  many  acts  of  kindness  and  favor, 
and  which  had  been  reciprocated  by  me,  to 
the  extent  of  my  'abilities.  But  restored  to 
the  full  enjoyment  of  the  friendship  and  con- 
fidence, which  have  ever  been  my  highest  am* 
bition,  and  continue  to  he  my  great  reward  ; — 

I ran  now  with  more  Jicrfect  sati.sfactioii  dis- 
solve that  political  connection  vvhicli  has  hound 
us  together.  In  the  rommeiicenient  of  my  Ic. 
gisl.atlve  labors,  I took  great  pleasure  in  com- 
municating with  my  constituents,  and  in  trans- 
mitting information  to  every  partofnij  district; 
but  as  those  labors  Increased,  I discovered  that 
my  attention  to  these  communicatioRS,  inter- 
fered with  tlie  more  important  duties  of  legis- 
lation. This  will  furnish  a siiflicicnt  .apology 
to  an_v  who  may  Iiave  construed  a change  of 
my  conduct  in  this  respect,  into  a change  of 
personal  or  political  attacliment.

On  recci|)t 
of  his  paper  at  Annapolis,  the  house  of 
delegates  closed  their  doors  fas  well  they 
might  on  such  a proceeding'!  and  resolv- 
ed to  send  the  Serjveant  at  .»Vrjns,  to  drag 
the  printer  Irom  his  desk  to  the  seat  of 
government,  and  make  him  answer  at  the 
bar  of  the  house  for  his  audacious  con- 
temfit  of  their  sennr  highnesses.  How- 
ever, onihe  subsequent  day,  finding  them- 
selves in  an  awkward  and  ridiculous  pos- 
ture, and  foreseeing  that  in  the  coming 
contest  with  the  printer,  they  must  he 
disgraced,  and  he  triumph  by  an  appeal 
to  the  judiciary,  by  whom  he  would  have 
been  wrested  from  the  fangs  of  legisla- 
tive tyranny,  the  house  wisely  rescinded 
their  resolution. 

‘‘  Hut  you  thus  see,  my  friend,  the  con- 
tagious nature  of  bad  jirecedeiits,  and  the 
excesses  into  which  public  cliaracters  re- 
lapse, when  party  spirit  dies  away,  and  a 
free  and  vigilant  firess  ceases  to  perforin 
its  functions.  ^Vitl^  five  or  six  honora- 
ble exceptions,  the  presses  ofthis  country 
have  become  the  mere  ministers  of  ser- 
vile flattery  to  tlie  men  in  power,  tne 
supporters  of  every  favorite  exerntive 
measure,  the  assailants  of  the  character 
and  riglits  of  South  .'Vmcrlca,  co.Ttending 
for  her  liberties  and  indenemlence.  A 
few  more  tyrannical  strides  of  power,  such 
as  have  occurred  in  the  case  of  .'kmlewm 
and  Keatinge,  will  either  rouse  the  dor- 
mant spirit  of  tlic  press,  or  else  tiiat  spi- 
rit, powerful  as  it  is  when  exerted  in  all 
its  energy,  will,  if  it  remain  much  longer 
asleep,  find  itself  in  the  condition  of  Gul- 
liver, when  he  awoke  amon ' the  Lilli- 
putians. hound  fast  to  the  earth,  wit  lout 
the  power  to  rise  at  all. 

“ Mr.  Pasos,  who  was  expelled  from 
Rnenos  Ayres  by  Director  Piicrreydon, 
has  arrived  here  with  a letter  from  Com- 
modore .\urv,  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States.  It  is  sai  l that  he  comes 
prepared  to  shew  that  .\ury  acted  under 
full  authority  from  the  revolutionists  in 
Venezuela  and  Mexico,  and  is  ampiv 
provided  with  documents  from  .V'.uerican 
citizensinthe  neighborhood  ofSt.  ^Iary’3, 
to  prove  that  in  all  his  operations  at  ‘Ame- 
lia, a strict  regard  was  paid  hv  .\nry  to 
the  laws  of  nations  and  those  of  the  Unit- 
ed States.  It  is  no'.v  the  opinion  of 
many,  th  u the  persons  in  the  south,  who 
urged  the  government  to  expel  the  pa- 
triots from  Amelia,  are  those  avho,  be- 
fore it  was  occupied  by  them,  were  exten- 
sively concerned  in  fitting  out  vessels 
from  Amelia  for  the  African  coast,  and 
in  smuggling  negroes  into  ficorgia. 

“ From  certain  indications  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  session  of  congress, I 
you  would  have  anticipated  a course  of 
proceeding  towards  South  Am''rioa,j 
which  would  have  satisfied  the  iiijunc-; 
tions  of  honor  and  hosi)itality,and  respond-j 
ed  to  the  undoubted  f.-elings  of  the  nation.  | 
Hut  the  mcndiers  were  then  fresh  from 
the  people  ; they  might  he  said  to  be 
still  respiring  the  free  and  unadulterat- 
ed air  ol  the  country  ; tliey  had  n.otyet 
breathed  the  diseased  atmosphere  ofthis: 
metropolis,  where  undue  influence  and 
management  prostrate  the  spirit  of  pa- 
triotism and  independence,  a 1 1 mould 
o])inions  and  measures  at  will.  It  is,  j 
however,  believed  that  in  a few  weeks,  the  j 
feelings  and  sentiments  of  congress  on  tlic,; 
South  .\mcri''an  (|ucstiou  will  he  brought  j 
to  a test,  which  will  widely  separate  the 
friends  from  the  enemies  of  justice  and| 
honest  neutrality  towards  that  suffering  • 
country. 

“ Your  correspondent  from  this  placet 
is  wrong  in  the  idea,  that  an  American 
citizen  joining  tlie  patriots  is  punis’iable 
as  a pirate,  by  .\merican  authorities, 
under  our  treaty  with  Spain.  In  the  case 
of  .Mmeida  at  Haltimore,  you  know  it 
was  decided  by  Judge  Duvall,  that  the 
true  and  only  correct  construction  of  th.xt 
treaty  was,  tint  the  .\merican  so  acting 
might  he  punished  as  a pirate  by  the 
nation  against  avliich  lie  acted,  if  caught. 
The  treaty  only  (leprlves  him  of  the  rig’it 
of  claiming  protection  from  such  pun- 
ishment, from  the  nation  to  which  he  be- 
longed. ,'\  contrary  decision  would  have' 
sanctioned  the  most  servile,  preposterous 
and  disgraceful  doctrines.”  '

'I'he  Russian  squadron, 
for  Spain,  had  to'ichcd  at  Snithead.  In 
I had  been  very  stormy  on  the  coast  of 
I England  and  Ireland  ; iipwr.r.ls  of  20oj 
foix-ign  vessels  had  been  shipwrecked [ 
within  a few  w eeks,  and  a part  of  theirl 
crews  perished.  The  princess  of  Wales!

against  the  idea  of  an  alliance  in  their 
cause  against  the  mother  country.  If

In  the  French  (Biamhcr  of  Deputies, 
it  was  proposed  to  refer  to  a jury  the  de- 
cision of  the  crimes  and  ofl'ences  of  the 
Press  ; the  minister (.M.  Laine)  aniiounc 
ed  to  the  Chamber  that  the  King  would 
not  consent  to  any  amendment  for  the 
purpose  of  introducing  trials  by  Jury. 

The  pretended  Daujihin  of  France 
continues  to  amuse  the  old  women  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Rouen,  whci'c  he  is  till 
confined. 

In  congress,  nothing  of  importance  has 
recently  been  done.  .A  hill  to  reimburse 
Col.  R.  M.  Johnson,  for  certain  monies 
paid  by  him  for  the  use  of  his  mounted 
regiment  In  the  late  war,  had  been  re- 
ported in  senate.  That  body  had  insist- 
ed on  appropriating  20,000  dollars  Ibi 
extra  pay  to  brevet  officers  on  separate 
commands.  A conference  with  the  house 
was  the  consequence.  Its  fesult  is  not 
yet  known.  The  house  have  passed  a 
bill,  granting  to  Gen.  St.  Clair,  a pension 
of  60  dollars  iier  month.  An  inquiry  has 
been  instituted  in  congress,  whether  the 
national  hank  has  loaned  money  to  per- 
sons on  the  senirity  of  transfers  of  gov- 
ernment stork  to  the  bank  or  any  of  its 
ofiicers  ; and  if  so,  a committee  are  di- 
rected to  report  a hill  to  prevent  such 
loans  in  future.  The  hill  for  establish- 
ingadditional  land  offices  in  the  Missouri 
Territorv,  has  pass-'d  l>oth  houses  of  con- 
gress. Mr.  Thimbi.e’s  resolution,  that 
the  President’s  demand  on  Spain  for  the 
liberation  of  Mr.  Meade,  ought  to  be  en- 
forced by  giving  him  conditional  power 
to  make  reprisals,  remains  undecided.

The  follow  ing  evidence  will  be  required  in 
all  militia  eases,  and  in  cases  of  tlie  regular 
army,  w here  the  ihscharge  and  surgeon’s  cer- 
tificate have  been  lost  or  destroyed,  or  where 
they  have  been  originaily  granted,  to  enable 
the  Secretary  of  M ar  to  grant  pensions,  viz  :

in  the  service  of  tlic  United  States,  and  in  the 
line  of  his  duty,  with  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more 
surgeons  or  jihy  sicians,  w hetlier  of  the  anny 
or  citizens,  accurately  describing  the  wound, 
.and  seating  the  degi^  c of  disability  to  which  the 
soldier  may  be  entitled  under  it ; these  docu- 
ments to  he  sworn  to  before  a Judge  of  the 
United  Slates’  Court,  or  some  state  Judge  or
